He had 
looked at property at Third and Cedar 
streets, owned by Adolph Braun Jr., as 
trustee. Milliken, at his office in the 
Morchants’ Exchange on July 3, last, 
signed a contract to buy the site. He 
also signed a copy of the contract. 


Milliken since has refused to carry{ 


out the contract, contending that a 
verbal agreement, to the effect that both 
the origins! and the copy of the contract 
should be submitted to his attorneys be- 
fore being delivered to Braun, had been 
vidlated by William K. Roth of 2909 
Accomac street, a real estate dealer, 
with offices at 615 Chestnut street, 
Braun sued to compe! Milliken to carry 


out the contract. 

Milliken,. testifying yesterday, said he 
signed the contract on Saturday, July 3,

$160,000,000 10 BE SPENT 
HERE AFTER WAR BY FRANCE 


Commission to Arrange for Purchase of Sup- 
plies to Rehabilitate Industry— Business 
Formerly Went to Germany. 


By Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Five members 


of the French Industrial and Com- 
mercial Commission who landed here 
today, said they came to arrange for 
the purchase, at the close of the war, 
of at least $160,0000,000 worth of 
structural iron and steel, machinery 
and industrial supplies. All supplies 
of this character, they were 
formerly imported from Germany. 
The commission said that, while 
they were here primarily to purchase 
supplies necessary to reconstruct and 
modernize French industries, - after 
the war, they would endeavor to 
establish reciprocal trade relations 
between the United States and France. 
Hieaded by Maurice Damour, 
The commission is headed by Mau- 
rice Damour, formerly French Consul- 
General at New Orleans, now Secre- 
tary of Appropriations of the French 
Chamber of Deputies. The other 
members are J. Leseur, agricultural 
engineer and a delegate of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies; L. Trincano, director 
of the National Watch Making School

at Brescanon, and a delegate of the 
Chamber of Deputies; E. Delesalle- 
Thiriez, secretary of the Spinners’ | 
Syndicate, and T. Chouffeur, a banker. | 
Three others members, representing |.

rive shortly. 

Although this commission is not a 
Government organization, it is backed, 
the commissioners said, by all the 
large industrial and commercial or- 
ganizations of France and a majority 
of the bankers. 

Close Relations Expected. 

Damour said: “It is now conceded 
in France that the great friendship 
shown by the United States will 
bring about close relations between 
the two republics at the conclusion 
of the war. 

“The purchases we will arrange for | 
will be necessary to rehabilitate ' 
France’s various industries, but we 
will also take opportunity to modern- 
ize many of the plants.” 

Damour said the commission would 
remain in this country several 
months, with headquarters in New | 
York. 


COCKRELL IS FINED 
100 FOR SHOOTING 
BUSINESS PARTNER 


Son.of Former Missouri Senator 
Apologizes for Conduct at 
Directors’ Meeting.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 


M. Cockrell Jr., son of former United 
States Senator Cockrell of Missouri, paid 
an agreed fine of $100 in the Criminal 
Court this morning for shooting Wiliiam 
C. Brohm last August at a meeting of 
the directors of the Cockrell Manufac- 
turing Co., with which Brohm also was 


connected. Brohm, who was shot 
through the body, has entirely recovered. 

The following statement from Cock- 
rell was filed as part of the record in 
the case: 

“Y desire to state that I sincerely re- 
gret the occurrence which caused the 
indictment herein... I did not intend at 
any time to injure the prosecuting wit- 
ness, William C. Brohm. [I have not 
had and have now no persuonal feeling 
against him, and it was foreign to any 
purpose of mine to do him violence. 
While I believe the shooting Mr. Brohm 
was entirely accidental, I now appreciate 
that the possession and the display of 
the pistol was a grave mistake on my 
part. 

“IT am glad that the outcome has mot 
been serious for Mr. Brohm and that he 
has entirely recovered. In view of these 
conditions, I apologize for my conduct 
and ask that I be allowed to plead guilty 
to the misdemeanor included in the in- 
dictment and subject myself to such pun- 
ishment as the Court may deem proper 
to impose.’”’ 

No testimony was given to show just 
what trouble had arisen between Brohm 
and Cockrell. It is supposed to have 
been an argument over business. Cock- 
rell’s company makes a cane-cutting ma- 
chine which he invented.

She had not seen 
kim since early in October, when he 
called at her home and tried to induce

Mary Weber, to keep house for him. 
She refused to do so, telling him that 
her health would not permit the task. 


He Owned Property. 
Members of the family believed Lyman 


to be wealthy, Mrs. Mounday said. They 
knew that he owned property on La 
Salle street and in North St. Louis, and 
they had heard ‘that he had land in 
Oklahoma and Government bonds in a 
sate-deposit box. There was $3.17 in 
Lyman’s pockets. 

Mrs. Mounday said her uncle had been 
paralyzed since ne was 18 months old 
and that he had used crutches all -his 
life. He formerly was bookkeeper for 
the George D. Barnard Stationery Co., 
but retired from that place about twelve 
years ago.

Could Generate Its Current for 
Much Less Than It Is Paying, 
Says A. C. Einstein. 


EXCESS PUT AT $500,000 


Bound for 10 Years to Union 


Electric and 99 Years to 
Keokuk Company. 


The United Railways pays the Union 
Flectric, a fellow subsidiary of the 
North American Co., 9.5 mills per kilo- 
Watt hour for electric current, while it 
buys Keokuk current through another 
North American subsidiary, the Missis- 
,8ippi River Power Distributing Co., for 
6.4 mills per kilowatt hour. This was 
disclosed yesterday by A. C. Einstein, 
feneral manager of Union Electric, in 
hiv testimony at the aldermanic investi- 
gaticn into the feasibility of a munici- 
Dai electric light plant. 

Einstein, at a previous hearing, had 
testified that the average cost of cur- 


jrent, generated by steam in the com- 
‘Ppany’s plants, was about 4 mills. per 


kilowatt hour, or 2 milis less than 
the price paid for Keokuk current. 
Equals the Mill Tax. 

Kinstein read from his records that 
the United Railways in 1914 purchased 
74,818,675 kilowatt hours from Union 
Electric, for which it paid $716,576, an 
average cost of 9.5 mills per kilowatt 
hour. At 6.4 mills, the price paid by 
the United Railways for its Keokuk 
current, it would have cost the traction 
company only $48,341, a saving of $201,255. 

In this connection was recalled to the 
minds of the committeemen that Rich- 
ard McCulloch, president of the United 
Railways, recently told a committee of 
the Board of Aldermen that the mill tax, 
amounting to $235,000 a year, could not 
be paid by the company without crip- 
pling its operations and making it im- 
possible to borrow money on securities. 
He said it would be better for the city 
to compromise the $2,500,000 mill tax debt 
and permit the company. te put $235,000 a 
year into extra cars, track, stations and 
power houses. 

Binstein testified that some of the cur- 
rent furnished the United Railways by 
the Union is Keokuk current, which 
puts the United Railways in the posi- 
tion of. paying two prices for the identi- 
cal current. 

At the hearing yesterday, Einstein 
was asked why the United Railways 
paid such a price to Union Electric. 
Einstein said the United Railways 
‘contracted in 1910 to take power 
from the Union Electric for 10 years, 
and that it contracted in 1908 to take 
the Keokuk current for 99 years. 

Festus J Wade, a director of the 
United Railways and the Union Elec- 
tric in 1908 and 1910, when these 
eontracts were made, will be sum- 
money to appear before the committee 
tonight at 7:30 o'clock, to testify on 
these and other points. 

Cc. L. Holman, president of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., testified at the 
hearing that his company, immediately 
after it was sold to its present owners 
in 199 by the North American Co., as- 
signed the Keokuk contract to Union 
Electric on the advice of several eng'- 
neers, who reported the contract price 
for current was more than it would cosr 
if generated in the steam plant operated 
by the Laclede. 

The Laclede had been saddled with a 
contract to use 4000 horsepower of the 
60,000 horsepower of Keokuk current con- 
tracted for by the three North Ameri- 
ean subsidiaries. Under this contract 
it was to pay $25 a horsepower, or 6.4 
mills per kilowatt hour, for current 
which the Keokuk dam company sold 
for $18 a horsepower, or about 4 mil's 
per kilowatt hour. 

Profit for an Intermediary. 

The difference between these prices 
was to go to an intermediate corpora- 
tion organized for the purpose by the 
North American Co., called the Missis- 
sippi River Power Distributing Co,

GERMANY DENIES 
NOUING FALSE |

Note Expresses Doubt That 
Such Testimony Was Given 
by Alleged Spies in England. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Emphatic de- 
nial that German officers ‘‘prepared false 
American passports and handed them to 
agents,”’ 
fied before English courts is made in a 
note from Germany which State Depart- 
ment officiais had before them for con- 
sideration today. 


Text of Passport Note. 

The text of the note, signed by Herr 
Zimmerman, Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, and transmitted 
through Ambassador Gerard, follows: 

“The undersigned has the honor to 
state the following to his excellency, the 
Hon. James W. Gerard, in reply to the 
letter of July 31 last, concerning the 
alleged issuing of false American pass- 
ports by the German authorities: 

“The assertions made by Robert 
Rosenthal, who was shot in England as 
a sepy, that a false passport had been 
offered to him in the offices of the Ger- 
man Admiralty staff; that Corvetion- 
kaptain Prieger held a stock of falsi- 
fied American passport blanks in the 
Admiralty staff offices, and that the 
latter had shown him the watermarks 
in them, as well as rubber stamps for 
the legalization of false passports, one 
and all are not true. 

“With reference to the fact that one 
George T. Breckow, who was arrested in 
England as a spy, had been supplied 
with a false passport, the investigations 
started have borne no results. 

“It is an established fact, however, 
that, during the present situation of the 
war, certain individuals in the occupied 
and also in neutral 
countries, endeavored to make a trade 
of issuing false papers of legitimation 
and of selling them for a good price. 
In this way a passport falsifier’s den 
was raided in Antwerp, which was al- 
ready in existence when Antwerp was 
occupied by German troops. It may

Doubts Testimony Was Given. 

“As far as the alleged testimony given 
by Rosenthal and Breckow before the 
English law courts is concerned, accord- 
ing to which German officers prepare:l 
false passports and handed them to 
agents—if such testimony should actual 
ly have been given—it must be assumed 
that the accused were induced by 
threats, promises or other means of 
pressure, during the examination, to in- 
vent these statements in the belief that 
they might be of interest for the enemy 
state. They may have hoped to obtain 
a mitigation of the impending severe 
punishment by placing the responsibility 
for the false passports on the authori- 
ties and not on themselves. 

“Strong doubts exist here, however, as 
to whether the alleged testimony was 
actually given. In any case, the as- 
sumption that German Government of- 
ficials, with the knowledge and con- 
sent of German Government authorities, 
had prepared false American passports 
and handed them to agents, must ode 
energetically refuted. 

‘The undersigned avails himself of the 
opportunity to renew to the Ambassador 
the assurances of his highest esteem.” 

The State Department will continue to 
investigate charges of passport frauds, 
and whether there will be a reply to the 
German note depends upon what may 
develop. 

So far the State Department has not 
received word of the reported sailing 
on the steamer Rotterdam from New 
York last Thursday of four German of- 
ficers who escaped from Russian cus- 
tody.

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LONDON, Nov. 9%.—Criticiem and de- 
fense of England's war policies and its 
censorship were voiced yesterday in the 
House of Lords at a session which was 
marked by extreme ‘candor of speech. 
Opponents of the Government's present 
policies took ‘a gloomy view of the situ- 
ation and one speaker, Earl Loreburn, 
aven predicted that anarchy might re- 
sult if radical change were not made. 

“Unless the collective common sense 
of mankind prevails before the worst 
comes,’ he said, “the great continent of 
Europe will be little better than a wil- 
derness, peopled by old men, women 
and children.” 

What he termed “the misadventures” 
of the Antwerp expedition, the loss of 
Rear Admiral Sir Christopher Crad- 
dock’s squadron, the Dardanelles opera- 
tions and the Balkan expedition were re- 


' terred to by Earl Loreburn. The speak- 


er said he had been told two months 


‘ago that 15,000,000 men had been killed or 


disabled for life and that multitudes 
nad ben added to this number since. 
Censorship Ig Criticised. 

The Earl, who was one of the radical 
stalwarts who criticised the South Afri- 
can War, yesterday oddly enough found 
himself supported by Viscount Milner, 


former High Commissioner of South Af- 


rica, who was one of those largely re- 
sponsible for the South African War. 
Viscount Milner, however, mainly con- 
fined himself to a criticism of the cen- 
sorship. He declared that the news bad 
been “doctored in an optimistic sense,’ 
and also denounced the Government for 
not going sooner to the assistance of 
Servia. 

Viscount Milner was followed by Bafon 
Courtney of Penwith,. well known as a 
peace advocate. Hejsaid the Govern- 
ment should show itself ready to accept 
any suggestions which would end the 
war, concluding, however, that the Ger- 
mans must agree to evacuate Belgium 
and France and that no indemnity 
should be demanded of Great Britain. 

In addition to his other utterances, 
Earl Loreburn asked whether the land- 
ing at Saloniki had been made with the 
approval of the naval and military au- 
thorities of the entente allies, whether 
they were satisfied with the supplies of 
men and money and if the communica- 
tions had been properly safeguarded. He 
asked these questions, he said, because 
there was an uneasy feeling that there 
had not been sufficient expert supervi- 
sion. The Government, he declared, 
should resolve not to hold out expecta- 
tions to a nation which was confronted 
with extreme peril unless they were sure 
they would be able to make good with 
a timely and sufficient force. 

No scheme should be attempted, he 
said, without the approval of the highest 
naval and military authorities. The idea 
of a small Cabinet reporting to a full 
Cabinet on such matters, Earl Loreburn 
cnaracterized as highly unsatisfactory. 


Urges Dental of German Reports, 

Viscount Milner said he could not see 
that it did any good to censor the Ger- 
man wireless in London. If the German 
reports were false it would be better to 
deny them than to let them go un- 
answered, for in the latter case, neutral 
countries naturally come to the conclu- 
sion that they were true. He referred 
to the report published in the United 
States alleging that British sailors had 
murdered the crew of a German sub- 
marine as a case in point. 

Matters of which Earl Loreburn had 
complained with regard to suppression 
of news, said Earl Curzon of Kedleston, 
eccurred before the formation of the 
coalition Cabinet but, haying read the 
papers connected with the incidents, he 
would say that if anyone thought the 
object of concealment was‘to spare the 
political reputation of any man, that 
was a most unjust impression. The more 
one looked on the papers the more 
clearly did it transpire that. individual 
rclitical reputation had been most un- 
fairly assailed and that those who were 
most directly attacked had nothing ro 
fear. 

Ear! Loreburn, the speaker continued, 
appeared to think experts always spoke 
with one voice. That had not been his 
experience in the last few months. As 
to the contention that political consider- 
ation should not enter into the war, it 
was impossible to argue the opinions of 
Engiand’s allies. Very likely their ur- 
gent appeals were not to be weighed in 
the balance and matters ought to be 
looked at solely from the point of view 
of Generals and Admirals. 

More News Advocated., 

The press as a whole was praised for 
its discretion and loyalty by Earl Cur- 
gon, who expressed the view that more 
news should be provided through the 
Press Bureau. He added that the Gov- 
ernment was endéavoring to see whether 
arrangements could not be made for 
creating closer contact between the 
press and the fighting forces. Earl Cur- 
zon said tn defense of the censorship of 
German wireless that he did not see why 
England should become “the advertising 
agent for German calumnies and lies.” 
Concerning his ministerial colleagues, 
Part Curzon said the attacks on Premier 
Asquith were “cruel slanders”’ and those 
of Sir Edward Grey, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, filled him with “indignation and 
shame.”’ 

The Globe publication had been 
stopped, Earl Curzon declared, because 
it made an untrue statement “and as- 
reigned that statement to a faise and ma- 
licious reason.” The publishing by the 
Globe of the statement that Earl Kitch- 
ener, the War Secretary, had tendered 
his resignation, Earl Curzon went on, 
was made at a moment of an interna- 
tional crisis—when the Greek Govern- 
ment had resigned when it was doubtful 
whether former Premier Venizelos was 
likely to resume Office, “and at a mo- 
ment when Servia in her agony was 
appealing for help and we were doing 
our best to help her.” The Globe re. 
peated its act after a warning and as a 
result the Government authorized it« 


Defends Balkan Policy. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne said the 


Government’s Balkan policy had been 
constantly before the Foreign Office, 
and that if was not from any want of 
careful study that the Government hal 
found itself at last disappointed with 
the expectations. The Balkan policy; 
was founded upon the hope that the 
Balkan states would be ready to enter 
into what might be called a give-and- 
take arrangement between themselves. 
Old jealousies and animosities, however, 
had prevented thia. | 

The Minister continues that when the 
relations of Bulgaria and Servia first 
became strained, it was thought inter- 
ventions might precipitate trouble, which 
the Government wished to avoid. Be- 
sides, it was impossible to find troops 
then, as the big offensive in the west 
was being prepared. The hesitation on 
the part of the Government was not due 
to the fact that it had any doubt 
whether it ought to take part in oppos- 
ing the forward movement of Germany 
across Servia to Bulgaria, but because 
at that moment it was impossible t» 
say what would be the most effectual 
way of coming to the assistance of the 
allies, including Servia. False steps at 
that moment would have been fatal.

FIRE IN COAL BUNKER OF 
ROCHAMBEAU IS EXTINGUISHED 


French Liner, With 651 Persons on 
Board, Proceeds on Its Way 
to Bordeaux. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The fire in the 
reserve coal bunker of the French paz- 
senger steamship Rochambeau, which 
started after the liner left here last Sat- 
urday, has been extinguished and the 
steamship is now proceeding to Bor- 
deaux. 

A brief wireless message was receive 
this morning from Capt. Juham. It 
read: 

“Have succeeded in extinguishing tie 
fire and am proceeding to Bordeaux. Al! 
well on board.” 

The big French liner carried 661 per- 
sons and a large cargo of war supplies. 
Of the 421 passengers, 40 were Ameri- 
cans. 


Public Welfare Director Tolkacz today 
began the preparation of a bill to repeal 
an ordinance in accordance with which 
City Counselor Daues yesterday advised 
the Park Department that it-must cease 
to operate busses in Forest Park. On 
the last two Saturdays and Sundays 
these busses carried passengers to Art 
Hill. 

Daues in his opinion cites an ordinance 
passed in March, 1993. . 

This ordinance applies to Forest, Ca- 
rondelet, O'Fallon and Tower Grove 
Parks and makes it unlawful for any 
omnibus, herdick, express wagon, cart 
or dray or other vehicle carrying goods 
to enter these parks except when in the 
service of the Park Department. 

Daues rules that an omnibus operated 
by the city to carry passengers cannot 
be considered to be in the service of the 
Park Department and therefore cannot 
legally be run in the park. 

The old ordinance also forbids funerals 
ecing through the parks. There Was a 
viclation of this law when Adolphus 
Pusch's funeral went through Tower 
Grove Park. 

According to Daues the ordinance for- 
bids any taxicab or jitney being driven 
through any of the parks named, It 
also applies to the Seeing St. Louis bus, 
which has been making daily trips 
through Forest Park. 

No penalty is named in the 1883 ordi- 
nance, but Daues says the general pen- 
alty of a fine from $5 to $600 could be 
made to apply to it, as provided for in 
the charter. 

The ordinance does not apply to street 
and steam raitways which have been 
cperated in the parks as this right was 
given to them by special ordinances.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Twenty-four 
million dollars is the sum credited to 
Marcellus Hartley Dodge, son-in-law of 
William Rockefeller, as a result of his 
liquidation of his holdings in the Mid- 
vale Steel and Ordnance Co., a concern 
formed only six weeks ago. 

The total cost to Dodge of the stock 
which he has sold is said to be repre- 
sented by the expense of incorporating 
a company in Delaware, of obtaining a 
contract for making Lee-Enfield rifles 
end the slight outlay for leasing a rifle 
plant from the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works. 

Dodge, who is president of the Rem- 
ington Arms and Ammunition Co. and 
vice president of the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Co., recently organized the 
"Remington Arms Co. of Delaware, and 
early thig year got the contract for 
manufacturing the lLee-Enfield rifle. 
The Eddystone plant of the Baldwin 
company was leased and made over 
into a modern rifle factory. 

When a syndicate, which included 
several leading Wall street bankers, 
- Dodge's father-in-law, his brother-in- 
law, Percy A. Rockefeller; W. E. 
Corey and E. D. Converse, bought the 
Midvale Steel Co. six weeks ago they 
expanded it into the Midvale Steel 
and Ordnance Co., capitalized it at 
$100,000,000 and took in Dodge’s new 
Delaware company, tecether with two 
Tennsylvania steel concerns. 

Dodge took $20,000,900 in stock in 
the new company, at a par value of 
$50 a share. The stock appeared on 
the curb and 65,000 shares were sold 
the first day. The following day it 
went to 77% and 10 days ago it 
reached 97, which was the top notch, 
although there were fre predictions 
that it would go to 150. 

A reaction set in when/it was dis- 

covered that the market was full of 
stock and yesterday deliveries were 
made in Dodge’s name. It is esti- 
mated that his sales totaled 300,000 
shares, and at an average price of $80 
a share, his receipts would be $24,000,- 
000.

Louis T, Maguire of 1812 Longfe!- 
low boulevard, president of the Oriel 
Glass Co., hag given out @ statement 
in reply to some of the allegations 
made in the suit filed yesterday by 
Jean and Leon Boulicault, directors 
and employes of the company, for the 
appointment of a receiver.

The Boulicaults ‘charged in their 
suit that the late William R. Bayha, 
cashier for the firm for 23 years, em- 
bezzled $85,000 from the company. 
Bayha killed himself with carbolic 
acid at his home, 4314 Washington 
boulevard, March 26 last. 

The Boulicaults also charged that 
President Maguire had refused a re- 
quest made by them that Bayha's 
books be audited, and that he said 
the books were all right. 

The suit also said Maguire had been 
sick and confined to his room for 
seven’ years, and that he placed 
Bayha in control of the business, and 
after Bayha's death, turned the busi- 
ness over to his son, Francis Maguire, 
21 years old. Maguire retained the 
presidency at $220 a month, the pe- 
tion said. : 

Maguire, in his statement, denied 
that a request for an audit of Bayha’s 
books ever was made. He says a 
change in the accounting system 
was ordered by the directors of the 
firm last January, and that, in pre- 
paring to install a new system, he 
found discrepancies. He asked 
Bayha for an explanation, he says, 
and the next morning Bayha killed 
himself. An audit of the books then 
showed a shortage, Maguire says. 

Maguire denies that the company 
ever had a surplus of $45,000, as the 
Boulicaults” petition states; he also 
denies that any amount taken by 
Bayha came from the surplus. He 
says the sums taken by Bayha came 
out of the ‘earnings, spread over a 
period of 23 years. He says the 
Boulicaults had the same confidence 
im Bayha that he had.

JARURE ATTACKS 


Staff Ordered Advance to ‘Re- 
store Prestige and Raise 
Spirits of Soldiers. 


’ PARIS, Nov. 9.—Emperor William was 
not a spectator of the recent Gefman 
counter-offensive in the Champagne, but 
it was announced ‘to the troops attack- 


ing around Tahure Hill that he was at 
Sedan awaiting news of the recapture 
of the ground lost in that fighting zone 
by the Germans in October, according 
to prisoners captured by the French at 
Tahure. 
The meager results obtained in ‘the 
German counter offensive have raised 
the question among military experts in 
France as to why and how the action 
was fought. From the most -reliable 
sources available, such as the Sstats- 
ments of eye-witnesses and of soldiers 
made prisoners during the fighting, it 
appears that the Germans had three ob- 
jects: in view: To repair the blow to 
the prestige of the staff resulting from 
the lack of success of the counter-at- 
tacks in October; to raise the spirits of 
the troops and te retain on the western 
front the greatest possible number of 
French troops during the Teutonic ad- 
vance against Servia. 

French Reply to Attack. 
The staff, according to information 
from the sources alluded to, decided 
upon an offensive over a notably wide 
tront directly after the affair of the 
Courtine Works on Oct. 29, in which the 
French advanced 150 yards, took 267 
prisoners and put 400 men, kiiled or 
wounded, out of action while the French 
losses totaled three Killed and 380 
wounded. | 
Fassive resistance in the face of such 
successes, it is deelared, was having an 
increasingly demoralizing effect, so an 
offensive over a front of severa] miles 
was ordered with the usual preliminary 
bombardment in which, however, it is 
asserted that it was unusually liberal in 
use of bombs producing suffocating gas 
and eye irritants. 
The French suffered from the effects 
of the gas, the accounts state, with pe- 
culiar severity at the summit of Tahure 
Hill and that was the only point where 
the Germans succeeded in penetrating 
the French line, they being repulsed 
everywhere else with heavy losses. 
Decide on Extensive Offensive. 
The French replied to this attack on 
Cet. 31° with another impetuous rush 
like that at La Courtineand and took 356 
prisoners. There has been no resump- 
tion of the German counter offensive at 
that point since. 
Among the troops in these attacks, it 
was said, was an entire division brought 
tack from the Russian front, a large 
proportion of landsturm troops and many 
units of youthful soldiers. Of the pris- 
cners from the Forty-ninth Regiment, 
the figures given show that 136 were of 
the landsturm, 80 of the contingent of 
1915, 38 of the contingent of 1914, while 
only 12 were from the active army.

BERLIN, via London, Nov.

The Morgen Post, however, makes the 
folowing comment: 

"Tt is to be hoped that the lesson In 
international law which the Washington 
Gevernment gives the British Govern- 
ment will make the desired impression in 
Lendon. The bare fact that the Amer- 
ican Government uses such decided and 
firm language shows that the discon- 
tent of wide and influential American 
circles with Great Britain must be as- 
sumed to be very earnest in character. 

“Tt is to be hoped America will not 
eontent herself with a bare protest, but 
will proceed to energetic measures if the 
ease demands and Great Britain’s gross 
arbitrariness does not cease. The pro- 
gram for protection of neutral com- 
merce’ is very praiseworthy and Amer- 
ica, as the strongest neutral Power, 
could thereby de great service to all 
neutrals if the procram should actually 
be carried out.” 

The newspapers generally give great 
prominence to the affidavits filed at 
Washington by Ambassador Bernstorff 
concerning the British patrol boat Bara- 
long, which is said to have shot down 
15 members of the crew of a German 
submarine after they had surrendered, 
or while swimming in the sea. 


BRITISH THINK 
ACTS ARE JUST 


Public Mind Stirred by Note, but 
People Fail to Understand 


| American Contention. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—British feeling 
andoubtedly has been stirred by the 
tone and purport of President Wil- 
son’s note. The British people are 
convinced that they are fighting for 
the highest ideals of civilization ani 
liberty and they cannot comprehend 
why they do not have the sympathy 
of the American people in the strug- 
gle which they claim to be waging 
according to all the laws and rules 
of the recognized civilized code, 
adapted to the new conditions that 
have emerged from the present hos- 
tilities. 

What they are doing by way of 
interference with neutral trade they 
contend is being done, not from any 
desire to injure the trade of any neu-

tral, and least of all the United States, | 


but because their own self-preserva- 
tion and the interests of the nations 
with which they are in alliance make 
it their first duty to prevent war sup- 
plies of any kind, so far as they ean, 
crom reaching their enemy. 

The legal niceties of international 
law are naturally followed or passed 
upon by the public at large, who are 
concerned only with the object in 
view and cannot realize that any- 
thing unfair has been done in at- 
tempting to attain it. 

Thomas Gibson Bowles, one of En- 
giand’s best known writers on mari- 
time law, yesterday criticised the 
American note, and was equally se- 
vere in his structures on the British 
Foreign Office, which he declared had 
“Invited and propounded new rules of 
sea warfare resting on new princi- 
ples, without warrant either from the 
recognized law of nations or from 
any imternational instruments.” 

The contention of the United States 
that Great Britain had not established 
an effective blockade he regarded as 
just and this contention alone he found 
worthy of consideration in the note, 
with the exception of the complaint that 
detained ships, subsequently released as 
innecent, were ferced to bear the ex- 
pense of detention.

Does England thus welcome home hcr 
warrior heroes returning after many 
months in foreign lands? ‘It seers too 
good to be true. 

A closer inspection reveals that the 
returning army lined up at the ship’s 
rail is armed with crutches, while its 
warriors are: decorated with bandages. 
But how glad these returning’ warriors 
are to see again the shores cf England! 
To breathe again the sweet English air 
after many months in German prisons! 
This was the heaven toward which their 
thcughts and prayers had been directed 
from their close confinement in the 
prison camps of Doeberitz, Cologne and 
Sennelager. 

First Home Comers, 


Such is the homecoming of the first] 


contingent of England’s maimed soldiers, 
who, due to the Geneva convention, are 
allowed to leave Germany, as describe! 
by a man who accompanied them baci: 
from Flushing, where a German Red 
Cross train had carefully deposited them. 

They believed themselves, in the loss 
of a leg, an arm or an eye, all too for- 
tunate, because they were allowed to 
return home, while comrades less seri- 
ously wounded, who might by som> 
possible chance recover to take their 
places again in the line with Germany’s 
enemies, must remain behind. 

Many were the pitiful scenes witnessed 
on the quay at Flushing and on the 
boat. One man—he had lost a legs— 
wrapped his blanket carefully about him 
on the hurricane deck and exclaimed: 

“IT don’t believe it’s true, and what's 
more, I don't intend to believe its true 
until ~omorrow morning.” 

Until tomorrow morning! He could al- 
ready breathe in the sea air that came 
from off there in the west where he 
knew lay England and home, but he 
wanted the realization of it all to sink 
in drop by drop until on the morrow he 
should wake and see the chalk cliffs of 
Dover peering majestically through. the 
mist. 

Never to See Again. 

Another of these battered heroes was 
doomed never to see England again. 
But as he turned his sightless eyes 1 
the direction in which he knew was 
home, a smile lighted up his face and 
none could have been more supremely 
happy. He felt he was free, and what 
matter to him if it were a sightless free- 
dom? 

At Flushing a man with one leg was 
hobbling painfully along the quay on 
crutches. Kind hands were helping him, 


jand one suggested that he should be 


, 


carried. With a smile he turned to his 
helpers and exclaimed: 

“I could ‘walk to that ship tonight if I 
had no legs and no crutches.”’ 

And no doubt he would have done it, 
for such was the elation of that battle 
scarred little army at leaving behind 
forever war and war prisons while tak- 
ing its horrors home along with them. 


Blind Men Dance. 
Another glimpse of those whom war 


has wrecked is gained by a visit to St. 
Dunstan’s Hostel in Regent’s Park, 
where blind soldiers are being taken 
care of and taught trades to which 
they believe themselves adapted. In 
Lord Londesborough’s ballroom, long 
vacant, the blind are being taught to 
dance. Around and around the room 
they whirl, led by girls who have vol- 
unteered for the work, and it Is certain 
they both enjoy it. For the man it is 
a newly found pleasure and for the girls 
a novelty. 

“Dancing in the dark is just glo- 
rious,”’ said a Sergeant who is blind in 
both eyes. ‘‘Your partner does all: the 
steering and you've only to Hsten and 
turn quickly when she tells you. }. 
the first time you feel dizzy, almost sea- 
sick. Then your ears sharpen up, you 
get a kind of fourth sense of locality 
and away you whirl, knowing almost éx- 
actly where you are going.” 

Like Going Down a Lift. 

Another dancer describes the sensa- 
tion as “‘like going down in a, lift sud- 
denly with your eyes shut.” 

Surprising as it may seem, there are 
few collisions on the floor. The young 
dressmaker or milliner who has volun- 
teered for the dance selects her partnor 
and then unblushingty asks him to 
dance. In this little world woman has 
come to equal rights with man. 

The soldier learns in one or two les- 
sons the military twostep, which is his 
favorite, and many of them are credit- 
able waltzers. Even tha reverse does 
not baffle him. As he waltzes h») sings 
the burden of the tune.

Dr. P. C. Jeans of the Washington 
University medical faculty, in a lecture 
on “Post-Natal Care” at the Children’s 
Hospital yesterday, said overfeeding, as

-| with the attendant results of nutritional 
f | disorders, are responsible for a consid- 
erable percentage of infant mortality. 
Dr. Jeans explained that babies should 
be fed at not less than three hour in- 
tervals, as it was necessary that the 
stomach be.given time to digest the 
food. Violation of this procedure, he 
said, often results in marasmus, a con- 
dition in which young’ children ate not 
fiable to take care of the food offered 
them. This disease often proves fatal, 
he said. 
- “The chief problem dealt with in post- 
natal care is the prevention of infant 
mortality,’’ Dr. Jeans declared. ‘“Sta- 
tistics show that 25 per cent, of the total 
rj mortality consists of infants less than 


a year old. The causes are nutritional 
disorders, respiratory infection, social 
disease and tuberculosis. 

‘‘Mother’s milk is the only real cure 
for nutritional disorders. Any other 
food, such as cow’s or goat’s milk, is a 
poor substitute. Mother’s milk not only 
gives a baby a better chance of surviv- 
ing illness, but it enables infants to 
thrive in otherwise unfavorable circum- 
stances. 

Dr. Jeans condemned some ‘patent 
foods’" fed_to children. Their faults, 
the lecturer said, are that they do not 
contain enough fat, and of necessity

In this 
we will agree, and the only issue left is as to 
the principle involved, whether it is right or 
wrong that every person for himself shall de- 
termine what shall be his personal habits of life. 

Governments are established for the reason that 
people must live in communities in which the 
members are more om less dependent@upon each 
other. It is necessary in such organization that 
each person shall yield some part of what would 


Se sf _ be his or her liberty were they isolated, and is 


thus yielded that other opportunities may be theirs 
which they could not have living alone. Living 
alone, everything within his jurisdiction is his. 
He can do with all those things as he pleases. 
He can order his own habits. In fact, he is pos- 
sessed of absolute personal liberty. This state 
of -existence has long csince proven undesirable. 

Prohibition is, and long has been, rec- 
ognized in law. “Thou shalt not,” thun- 
dered from Sinai. We say in our laws, “Thou 
shalt not steal, and thou shalt not kill, and thou 
shalt not burn, even your own house.” We say 
your automobile shall go only so fast, and many 
other thou shalt nots pertaining to more inti- 
mate relations of our personal lives.

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A “CONTINENTAL ARMY.” ” WHY? 
2 a “Continental Army” of 400,000 men? 
From the earliest times the land defense of the 
country has been provided in two distinct 
branches of service, the Regular Army and the 
militia. If land defense must be increased, why 


‘not do it by enlarging each of these branches of 


service, instead of:creating an entirely new and 
experimental branch? | 

Some enlargement of the Regular Army is con- 
templated by Mr. Garrison's plan. At least 30,000 
or 40,000 men are to be added. As great an en- 
largement of the organized militia as may be 
practicable with national appropriations there- 
for increased from $6,614,532 to $10,000,000, is 
also to be made, 

But to enlarge either or both of these branches 
of service so as to give an aggregate of many 
hundreds of thousands of men would present a 
difficult problem in the face of existing *condi- 
tions of handicap. To add such numbers to 
the Regular Army would take them from indts- 
try and impose unjustifiable expense on taxpay- 
ers. Attempts to add them.to the militia would 
be less expensive, but of doubtful expediency, 
for an entirely different reason. 

In recruiting the militia, what has been the 
great handicap of the past? Every militia offi- 
cer knows.’ It is the attitude of union leaders 
and laboring men generally. 

So, in providing for greater defensive forces, it 
is wisely planned to create a new service without 
either the traditions or drawbacks of the former 
branches. The status of Regular Army and mili- 
tia will continue as heretofore. If there are 
riots, strike violence, uprising against the author- 
ity of the State, the.militia, subject to State com- 
mand, will be summoned. If there is domestic or 
foreign resistance to the authority of the United 
States, the Regular Army is available for use. 

And then, in addition to these useful branches 
of the service, there will remain the Continental 
Army to fulfill special and distinctive purposes. 
The patriotic man of affairs can join the Conti- 
nental Army, knowing that he will not be obliged 
to spend tedious years at army posts or in Pan- 


yama or Philippine service at the sacrifice of busi- 


ness. The patriotic working man can join it, 
knowing that he will never be called out to shoot 
down fellow workers and protect arrogant em- 
pioyers from the anger of employes with just 
grievances. 

The Continental Army will exist to provide 
trained forces for protection against a national 
peril so great that the protection of the past—the 
Regular Army and militia—would be inadequate 

TRAPPING WITHOUT BAIT. 

Two of a company of Germans advancing from 
their trenches opposite Canadian troops suddenly 
felt something horribly painful happen to their 
feet and found, themselves being irresistibly 
dragged toward the enemy’s lines. They were 
prisoners before they fully realized that they had 
been caught in steel bear traps to which long 
chains held by the Canadians were attached. 

Ship 100,000 good, strong steel traps at once to 
Fianders and give those experienced Canadian 
trappers a chance at solving the trench-fighting 
problem. No bait is required for this kind of

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THE PENUCHLE CHAMPION OF CONGRESS. 

“On Fame’s eternall beadroll worthie to be 
fyled” inscribe the name of Congressman Wil- 
liam A. Rodenberg of East St. Louis and the 
world. News, until now withheld, reveals him 
as the penuchle champion of the East St. Louis 
Elks. To the initiate this spells world’s cham- 
pionship. East St. Louis is earth’s main rendez- 
yous, the Mecca, for this particular talent. East 
St. chouis bears the same relation to penuchle 
that The Hague does to peace. We are informed 
that Congressman Rodenberg won after a gruel- 
ing contest that indubitably prociaimed him sur- 
vival of the fittest. 

We wonder whether penuchle, with its new 
grace of distinction and power of prestige, will 
supersede the old_army game in Congress. Is 
American poker ,doomed before the advance of 
Kultur of which penuchle is an expression and 
Rodenberg the exponent? And what will. become 
of the old stand-patters—will they bet “‘set’’? 
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‘‘MILITARY NECESSITY’’ AGAIN. 
Writers in the London press declare that the 
sBritish are right in the praetices against which 
President Wilson protested in the blockade note. 
The Post says only British maritime rights are 
being exercised. The Times says that the opin- 
ions in the note are notoriously open to dispute. 

But, then, a volume in which 21 learned profes- 
sors of universities affirm that the sinking of 
the Lusitania was justified has just been printed 
in Germany, after Germany herself has disavowed 
the practices that caused that disaster, and not 
only promised, but put in effect an amendment 
of her ways. 

Presumably, the British writers will be justi- 
fying the blockade long after the British Govern- 
ment has ceased to create new opportunities for 
its own ocean commerce by preying on American 
commerce under the pretense of “military neces- 
sity.” 
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POSTAL SAVINGS BANE GROWTH. 

Collfer’s points out that postal savings at the 
New York Postoffice have increased 200 per cent 
in the last fiscal year, and this postoffice now 
has one-fifth of all such deposits in the entire 
country.

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THE MUNICIPAL TROLLEY LOOP. 

President Kinsey is on the right track in call- 
ing a hearing on the question of locating the 
trolley loop for the municipal bridge. It is an 
important question because it concerns the 
usefulness) of thé bridge to the public and its 
value to the city. 

Without attempting to suggest the particular 
streets on which the loop track should be laid 
we have a firm conviction that its general course 
should embrace the downtown business center. 
It should offer opportunity for passengers not 
only to come into St. Louis, hut to reach all im- 
portant downtown points. The great mistake 
heretofore made in terminals of outside lines fs 
that they have not served the convenience of 
the public and do not sufficiently contribute 
to St. Louis welfare, because they are out of the 
way.. The steam roads, suburban and others, 
stop at Eighteenth street, except the few trains 
that stop at the Eads bridge: the East Side trol- 
ley lines, except the McKinley, which has its 
own station at Twelfth, stop a third of the way 
across the Eads bridge. The municipal trolley 
loop should serve the people instead of serving 
the United Railways and the taxicab companies. 
It should enable the lines using the bridge to 
take and receive passengers within the entire 
radius of the downtown business center. 

Popular welfare and convenience should be the 
governing consideration in planning the loop. 
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GOOD COUNTY ROADS. 

The organization of the Permanent Road and 
Bridge Association of St. Louis County, with 
headquarters at Clayton, fis a hopeful sign of 
progress. The accomplishing of the objects of the 
association will mean more in the way of social 
and material development than any other project 
could realize. It will mean more comfort, easier 
and cheaper access to markets and manifold ad- 
ditions to the attractions and advantages of life 
in the country. It will mean increased prosper- 
ity and a rapid growth of population. 

The plan to vote a bond issue for the construc- 
tion of good roads and bridges is the best that. 
can be devised. It will give permanent good 
roads in the shortest possible time and will save 
money for the taxpayers. Permanent good roads 
and bridges cost more to begin with, but are 
cheaper in the long run. ‘Necessary annual ex- 
venditures for the reconstruction and repair of 
nakeshift roads, which will not stand auto traf- 
fic, cost more in the course of time than the 
heavier cost of permanent roads. The bond is- 
sue will mean: economy. 

The benefits of good roads, while greater and 
more direct to the county residents, will ‘be 
shared by St. Louisans, to whom the county of- 
fers attractions for suburban and country homes 
and as a reereation ground for both summer and 
winter. St. Louisans who use the roads should, 
therefore, be willing to pay a part of the cost. 
Certainly automobile owners will be glad to con- 
tribute. 

The good roads campaign should be conducted 


with vigor.

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NO TIME FOR TRIFLES. 

Thomas A. Edison won the Nobel physics prize 
without undue excitement, although the prize is 
both useful and ornamental. The world long 
ago made a path to the door of this man’s 
workshop and formed the habit of hanging tro- 
phies on the doorknob. But while he comes to 
the door, in his shirt-sleeves, and acknowl- 
edges the receipt politely, he does not allow 
petty distractions to interfere with the real day’s 


work. 

The vanities of life would long ago have eaten 
up Edison’s usefulness if he had taken much 
account of them, precisely as they prove the 
ruination of many another. Few of our “great 
men” are as indifferent to empty distinction as 
a profound scientist in the field of biological re- 
search who when notified that he had been in- 
cluded in “Who's Who,” replied: “Well, what of 
it?” 

In these days of efficiency the most horrible 
examples we have of inefficiency are our aver- 
age. “great men,” who succumb to banquet invi- 
tations, requests for speeches, reception com- 
mittees and the allround TT of a wor- 
shipful world. 

A Nobel prize for modesty and the humility 
that mark true greatness might be recommend- 
ed—except that it would likely defeat its own
